The ac- 
tion centres around the rivalry of 
these three for the favour of the 
Merchant Prince and the Great 
American Husband, the launcher 
and the supporter of all claimants 
for style success. Each of the three 
has her own faction among the 
rest of the cast, some of whom 
change sides during the course of 
the play, as may be seen from the 
synopsis of the action given on 
page 60. Other characters, such as 
Hunting-Red and the Pastels, play 
lone hands throughout, with more 
or less success, while the two danc- 
ing choruses provide half a dozen 
delightful numbers that symbolize 
the spirit of “Femininity” itself— 
not a matter of colour so much as 
of line and material. 


A VERSATILE PERFORMANCE 


Printed Silk gives a magnificent 
performance. On her other appear- 
ances in America, she has not been 
half so versatile. Her technique 
has grown less flamboyant, her 
manner quieter. Today, there 
seems nothing that she can not do. 
One finds her perfect in the town 
setting of the first act. She comes 
on with the 1928 Ensemble and 
makes lightning changes, appearing 
as Dress, Blouse, Suit, and Coat. 








ETAMINE 


One almost conceives of her as 
having the field to herself, until 
one considers her rivals. Yet, in 
town, perhaps, one is not alto- 
gether surprised by her success, 
since she has always had complete 
affinity with the metropolitan 
scene. To see her invade the coun- 
try, however, and hold her own in 
the second act with Tweed and the 
rest of the good old Long Island 
families is indeed a revelation. 
One beholds her, having joined 
forces with Jacket, clipped to the 
last inch, trim, young, vibrant 
with life—no wonder she almost 
stopped the show! 


RIVALRY IN THE RANKS 


True, Printed Silk had formi- 
dable competition in Blue-and- 
White. The Great American Hus- 
band has always had a penchant 
for the latter lady; one feels it 
from the first. Possibly, the only 
reason he didn’t succumb entirely 
was because of the complications 
induced in her family connection 
by so much front-page mention of 
Polka-Dot, Sailor Boy, and the 
Merchant Prince. Blue-and-White, 
with Polka-Dot eliminated, would 
have been a much less conspicuous 
person, and one knows, of course, 
how the Great American Husband 
shies away from too much lime- 
light on the distaff side. 

As for Brown-and-White, one 
scarcely notices her in the first

act. But, as she joins the 1928 
Ensemble, one recognizes her dis- 
tinction, the restraint and chic of 
her appeal. In the charming num- 
ber where she vies with Printed 
Silk, Blue-and-White, the Pastels, 
and Hunting-Red for the attention 
of the Merchant Prince, one 
gathers that, while he has already 
committed himself to most of the 
others, he wishes that he had seen 
Brown-and-White earlier in the 
season. One wouldn’t tire of her. 
She is essentially a lady. Even 
Polka-Dot, in her company, as- 
sumes an air of sophistication 
totally at variance with her be- 
haviour when seen with Sailor 
Boy. When the Long Island Tweeds 
take her up, as they do in the 
second act, her success is assured. 


THE COMPETENT CHORUS 


Some of the most amusing num- 
bers in the show are contributed 
by the Chorus from the Gay ’Nine- 
ties and the equally agile Flora- 
dora Sextette of Revivals. In fact, 
one feels sure that ‘Femininity 
couldn’t have been produced with- 
out them. Ruffles, perhaps, is the 
most outstanding in the first en- 
semble, though Tiers, Flares, 
Flounces, Pleatings, Circular Cuts, 
and Bows all come in for their 
share of flattering attention, both 
on and off stage. How young they 
are, how appealing! No chorus of 
recent years can be sure of such

press notices as they are bound to have. One 
feels that all the critics, to say nothing of all 
the men in the audience, have waited for 
them for years. 

In the Floradora Sextette, Taffeta is far 
and away the star of that ensemble. She has 
a solo number in the first act in which she 
appears as a Printed Afternoon Dress with a 
crisp clean-cut charm that takes one’s breath 
away and gives it back for nothing but super- 
latives. One had fancied that she could never 
get up in time for lunch, yet here she most 
inimitably is, holding her share of the stage. 
In the third act, she is sufficiently attractive 
to satisfy her most ardent admirers when she 
comes on as an Evening Frock. But when she 
reappears as a Wrap from Chéruit with the 
youngest silhouette that any wrap has shown 
In years, it is no wonder that the coldly far- 
sighted Merchant Prince and the slightly emo- 
tional, though extremely lovable American 
Husband are fighting for places at her feet. 


SUPPORT FROM THE SEXTETTE 


While praising Taffeta, however, one must 
not forget the other members of the Flora- 
dora Sextette who give her such able support. 
Etamine, Marquisette, and Bengaline—what 
lovely names they have!—acquit themselves 
with credit. Moire is utterly beautiful in her 
subtle Printed Frock number, a grande dame 
in manner, though not in years. As for Piqué, 
one feels that she and Sailor Boy, in the 
correct country setting to which both of 
them really belong, will be happy for the 
Whole season. When Piqué ventures into

town with Blue-and-White, they will make 
a more successful twosome than ever the 
latter did with the wild young Polka-Dot who 
never knew when to stop. ‘ 

The minor parts in the production have 
been somewhat differently cast here than in 
the French version of “Femininity,” now 
running in Paris. Even the lines for these 
people have been rewritten and the plot 
radically altered to suit the American scene. 
In the original manuscript, for example, 
Hunting-Red still had her villa on the Riviera

at the end of the third act. Here, it was 
wisely thought that the American climate 
would be her undoing and that popular ac- 
claim from the wrong set would go to her 
flighty head. So her career has been made 
briefer and more meteoric. In the same way, 
the authors originally planned to have Polka- 
Dot marry Sailor Boy. The American pro- 
ducers, however, thought it more in accord 
with New York psychology to have the Mer- 
chant Prince give the pair such a rush that 
every one grew tired of them, and they of 
each other. Each was taken care of—since 
nothing ends badly in musical comedy—by 
allying Polka-Dot with Brown-and-White 
and the powerful Tweeds, while Sailor Boy 
consoled himself in the country with the 
charming Piqué. 


THE ROLE OF THE PASTELS 


The Pastels, on the contrary, are a little 
more restricted in their success in the Amer- 
ican production than they are in France. 
Here, they’re given a country house where 
they settle down and entertain smartly. Over 
there, they go far toward dominating Paris, 
as well as the Riviera. One feels that the 
American producers are right. The Pastels 
are too lovely, too subtle to be exploited 
successfully in a really large way by the Mer- 
chant Prince. Moreover, they are such horri- 
bly expensive ladies, considering what they 
cost in accessories, that the Great American 
Husband would never quite approve of them. 

The third act of “Femininity” was the 
final flower of gaiety. Absolutely everybody 
who ever stays up late at night was on stage 
at once. Flowered Chiffon was divine, but

EN ROUTE TO CANNES

find it is always most amusing to motor 
there, when one starts from Paris. Even the 
luxuries of the train bleu, which has excel- 
lent restaurant-car service, can not rival the

Cannes, with the splendid 


fare that is to be had 

everywhere along the 

road. All the way from 

Paris, there are excellent 

hotels at which to stay the 

night, such as the Hotel 

de la Poste, at Beaune, 

and the Hotel de 1 Europe, at Avignon, where 
one can get a comfortable, steam-heated room 
with a bath and an excellent dinner. The 
cellars of the hotels in the wine country are, 
naturally enough, often better than those in 
Paris, and one is even more certain of a 
good bottle of wine than a good dinner. 
There is one thing about the motor trip 
that seems rather boring, and that is the 
hours between dinner and bedtime in a quiet 
provincial town. I find that I can avoid these, 
if I start rather late in the morning, motor 
for an hour before lunch, then go on again 
until dinner-time, stop two hours to enjoy an 
excellent dinner, and drive on for another 
two hours to the next place to sleep. In that 
way, the evening is passed with some profit 
and not too much boredom, and, at midnight, 
I am ready to turn in and sleep like the dead. 
Actually, the journey from Paris to Cannes 
in a fast car can be made in two days, stop- 
ping a night at Lyons, but, as I do it now, 
it takes the best part of three. It is more com- 
fortable, and I have the chance of trying out 
more chefs on the way, including the famous 
one of the Hotel de l'Europe et d’Angleterre, 
at Macon, who was the chef of the ex-Kaiser. 


CANNES, OLD AND NEW 


A friend of mine suggests that Cannes has 
gone respectable. It has withdrawn into its 
villas; it no longer entertains in public; and 
the Casino and the Croisette are, in conse- 
quence, no longer the centre of life. If that 
is respectability, then my friend is right. In 
the days of the Grand Dukes, Cannes was like 
all the rest of the world of that period, for 
it loved the brilliance of casinos and the over- 
decorated, much begilded Victorian restau- 
rants, where the world of the outside went to 
look at the world of the inside with a good 
deal more interest than we go, to-day, to see a 
modern revue—and I suspect it was a better 
show!

changes in the fashions of furniture and surroundings, 

or that in every few generations bold spirits have been 
produced who stamped their ideas upon their era. But no person 
of real taste condemned all the old at once or adopted all the 
new indiscriminately. Indeed, one of the best tests that can be 
applied to beautiful things, old or new, is how well they appear 
together. And so, when we behold modern designs in textiles, in 
furniture, in decoration, we need not feel obliged to admire whole- 
sale to the detriment of anything ancient, any more than we need 
feel obliged to disapprove in the same sweeping manner, while 
we cling like limpets to our mustiest contraptions.

HAT we should do is to study the movement with intelli- 

gent appreciation of its whys and hows before we accept 
it with open mouths or reject it with shut eyes. We should try 
to find out what its originators had in view; if the urge came 
from within or without; in other words, whether it was of natural 
or cultivated growth, and then see how it appeals to us. Some 
of its expressions would stir any one to enthusiasm—an en- 
thusiasm that has a delicious gasp in it. Some of them are 
undoubtedly handicapped by the designer’s desire to create ob- 
jects that differ from accepted standards without any special 
reason for that difference, or, indeed, any especial ability in the 
execution of the design. One feels effort and egotism in certain 
manifestations of modern art, where one feels simple, possibly 
awkward, sincerity in the like manifestations of earlier decades. 
But in the beauty expressed in any age, one feels no clash, for 
all beauty is akin. 





ERTAIN people look at the new furnishings of our day and 

hour with an apprehensive eye. Others, on the contrary, with 
an eye for advertisement, an appraising eye. Still others are 
ardently admiring and acquisitive. “What,” say the first in a 
flutter, “‘will become of that sacred place, the home, when these 
strange shapes and colours, these startling patterns, this amazing 
sense of new values invade and overthrow us?” And they fly 
from contemplation of the disturbing presences, shaking the 
dust from their shoe soles. “Ha!” say the second; “here’s some- 
thing that’s going to take.” (Like an eruptive disease, one might 
think!) “We must observe the symptoms. It will be smart, if it 
isn't already, and the sooner we have it, the better.”” And, seeing 
themselves the centre of interested comment in their particular 
circles, they order a new room and swallow it whole. The third 
are genuine believers. “This appeals to us,” they say. “We like 
it. We want it. We'll have it. We’re sick and tired of conventional 
settings. They no longer suit our life and times. Let us express 
ourselves in unaccustomed forms and be free.” And there’s so 
much to be said for this point of view that one doesn’t need to 
say it. Those who hold it are in tune with the very vibrations of 
the new architecture. 


OTWITHSTANDING the lamentations of the apprehen- 

sive, this modern movement (and how many modern move- 
ments have the winking stars looked down upon!) is going to 
gain ground. Foolish persons are going to adopt it in ignorant 
ways, and wise ones are going to accept the best of it with up- 
lifted hearts. It is not likely to revolutionize every little house- 
wife’s home nor the stately palaces of the established aristocracy, 
but it is likely to influence every weaving, every wall-paper, every 
fabric, every furniture shape, every object of ornamental signifi- 
cance for an appreciable time to come. No one need be too terri- 
fied. No one need be too triumphant. In this case, the good is 
going to live and the bad to be interred with the bones of its 
boasters—or, at least, so we fondly hope. 


ERHAPS, one of the finest things in good modern art is the 

call it makes upon the imagination. The artist gives one 
the embryo, and, as one has eyes, so one sees. If the artist’s vision 
is not sincere, of course, one sees nothing. But if the almighty 
spirit is there, the onlooker does not have to brood too long over 
chaos. Something emerges, takes shape, and endures. The 
‘““would-you-be-a-poet-before-you’ve-been-to-school ?” attitude 
must not carry the outsider to one extreme, nor the “‘it’s-good- 
because-it’s-new” feeling draw him toward the other. Nothing is 
good because it’s new, nor bad because it’s old (unless it’s worn 
out), and vice versa. The objects to be attained are suitability to 
surroundings, beautified usefulness, taste in combination. If 
these already exist, why change? One may add without altering. 
Complete turning out of what was once considered a charming 
atmosphere (unless one prefers to lose it and truly enjoys the 
result) would be ridiculous. But when new surroundings call 
for new employment of materials, adequate in themselves, no 
matter how unusual, it would be equally absurd to hesitate. 


HERE is one thing, however, that forces itself upon one’s 

notice in regard to what might be called twentieth-century 
taste. In the decorations, textiles, rugs, pictures, furniture, and 
ornaments—most of them, at least—,there is very little gladness. 
They may be beautiful to make one cry, or ugly to make one 
shudder, grand, awe-inspiring, heavily comfortable, quaintly ex- 
quisite, but, in general, they seem too self-conscious to be gay. 
And a good many of them lack a sense of humour. But so did 
the Greek and Roman furnishings, perhaps. Certainly, so did 
the Victorian, and they were self-righteous into the bargain. We 
can imagine the most respectably dull group conversations, mixed 
with sentiment and an occasional throaty old joke, going on 
among them, where in a modernistic room we feel that each 
object might be shouting about itself at the top of its lungs, with 
none of the others paying the slightest attention. All the more 
glory, then, to any one who can coerce them into harmony, and 
that this has been done, and successfully done, our own eyes 
have told us.

HEY gave me an ovation, so lavish, 
warm, and really so unexpected, that 
I can’t get over it even now,” Tchekov 
wrote of the premiére of “The Cherry Or- 
chard” at the Moscow Art Theatre early in 
1904. Eighteen years later, the tragedy— 
which the author insisted was a comedy 
—played in Russian to a New York audience 
held that audience spellbound. Although not 
a single word was comprehensible to most 
of us in the vast auditorium, we were as pro- 
foundly moved as we had ever been in a 
theatre. Instantly, “The Cherry Orchard” be- 
came a standard, perhaps, a myth. Like a 
great god, it sat upon a throne, and all plays 
were graded by how near to the knee they 
reached; none ever rose higher than the knee. 

Now, six years after, James Fagan, the 
English producer who brought the comedy 
about Samuel Pepys, “And So To Bed,” to 
the Bijou this autumn, is presenting “The 
Cherry Orchard” in English at special mati- 
nées. In spite of being wretchedly played, 
except for Edward Rigby’s rendition of the 
old man servant, of direction that permits it 
to become a free-for-all for mediocre actors, 
of décor and costumes lacking both in taste 
and in atmosphere, of a translation far from 
happy—in spite of nearly every drawback a 
production can have—, the beauty of “The 
Cherry Orchard” shines forth. Rich with 
overtone on overtone, wise, uncannily com- 
prehending, tinted with a melancholy loveli- 
ness—on the surface Russian, Slav, but 
really of no country and no race, transcend- 
ing such arbitrary dissimilarities, digging deep 
into the universally human—it is unquestion- 
ably the finest drama of this century. 

In telling the tale of Madame Ranevsky, 
the woman who has squandered her heritage 
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and ignored her responsibility, Tchekov tells 
the tale of a whole society, and with superb 
delicacy and marvellous penetration. Occa- 
sionally, he uses soliloquies, but they all grow 
out of the dialogue, are indispensable con- 
tinuations of the thought. They are natural, 
cause no break, demand no readjustment on 
the part of the audience. They flow inevi- 
tably from the characters and their predica-

ment. O'Neill’s clumsy use of the same device 
in “Strange Interlude” seems like a little boy 
playing grown-up. “The Cherry Orchard,” in 
any language, under any conditions, will pro- 
vide a fine, memorable experience for a long, 
long time to come. 


*“IMPROVISATIONS IN JUNE” 


HE Civic Repertory Theatre’s latest ven- 

ture is a comedy from the German, called 
“Improvisations in June,” which flaunts on 
the program beneath the title the pretentious 
slogan, ‘“Europe is dead! Long Live the Euro- 
pean!” It is all about an American million- 
aire who buys an ancient castle near Salzburg 
and, with an entourage that includes a son, 
a secretary, a physician, and an entertainer, 
or Improvisator, takes possession. The chate- 
laine of the castle is unable to survive the 
pain and the humiliation of relinquishing the 
keys to such a barbarian. When she has 
passed from the picture, the play becomes 
involved in the love-story of the American’s 
son and the professional comic’s daughter— 
neither fresh nor well told, and sadly wanting 
in both suspense and inventiveness. 

Were the Improvisator not so grossly over- 
acted by Egon Brecher, and were it possible 
to detach more than an occasional syllable 
here and there from his unbroken flow of 
heavily accented words, the play might have 
some contour and some direction. But his 
lofty disregard of enunciation and pronuncia-

tion and his wild, silly, burlesque method 
throw the whole piece out of gear. At least, 
that is a charitable way to regard it. Eva Le 
Gallienne’s Princess Orloff is a delicate etch- 
ing of an old lady of the ancient régime, old 
lace and lavender. Josephine Hutchinson 
manages to be charming in a colourless réle. 
And Donald Cameron’s strenuous efforts give 
weight to the evening. 

But, even though “Improvisations in June” 
were well acted and cleverly directed, I doubt 
if it would have any value either as comedy 
or as drama. It does reveal the post-War 
European attitude towards Americans, but 
any Continental comic paper will do as much 
—and does incessantly. 

The Civic Repertory Theatre has some dis- 
tressingly weak members on its acting staff, 
it Is not remarkably astute in its selection of 
plays, and Miss Le Gallienne’s direction is 


not always adroit. Yet, she and her associates 
have a very definite and most admirable ob- 
jective. They are striving to do something 
that very much needs to be done. And they 
have courage, conviction, and that stubborn- 
ness for the lack of which so much effort in 
the theatre is wasted. They were not afraid 
to establish themselves in an abandoned 
house in Fourteenth Street in the valley be- 
tween the two theatrical plateaus, they do 
not distrust their own taste, they make no 
compromise with cheapness and _ stupidity. 
And, already, in their second season, they 
have a loyal and growing clientele—another 
proof of the fact that there is a public for 
everything in-New York. 

Miss Le Gallienne and her cohorts cele- 
brated the centenary of Ibsen by present- 
ing three of the Master’s works in one day. 
“The Master Builder’ and “John Gabriel 








Borkman” have been in their repertory from 
the first; they added “Hedda Gabler.” It 
is fitting that a young and aspiring organiza- 
tion should pay this tribute to the man who 
revolutionized the technique of the drama, 
who lifted it from flamboyant theatricality to 
naturalism (from which it rapidly descended 
to realism and is only now emerging). Ibsen 
brought the theatre of the world into contact 
with life—that was his great contribution. 
And, of course, as always happens, life re- 
sented the contact, regarded it as a sort of 
indecent exposure. But time has altered that 
—exposure of another generation feeds our 
sense of superiority. Ibsen, like Tchekov, was 
honest and fervid, but the latter was also 
tender, and his work is suffused with a gentle, 
nostalgic pain. That quality makes him the 
better loved, perhaps, the greater artist.

SHADES OF COLOUR 


A German investigator has assembled over 
thirty-five thousand pieces of fabric, paper, 
and objects of every kind, all of which differ 
perceptibly in colour.

HE modern motif penetrates to 
[eee phase of present-day decora- 

tion. In ships that sail the seas, in 
patterned gardens, in bathrooms and bou- 
doirs, in chairs and tables, this twentieth. 
century décor makes its appearance. One 
of the recent, and surely one of the most 
fascinating, manifestations is in the group 
of new pianos designed for Hardman 
Peck by a few important American 
artists. These pianos are, in a sense, period 
models, in that they distinctly belong to 
the twentieth century, but, like so much 
of the truly good in the modern school, 
they harmonize well with other simple 
decorative schemes. 

One of these pianos was designed by 
Steichen and appears in the photograph at 
the left. In this particular one, there have 
been no structural changes. It is a stock 
model that has been painted in modern- 
istic design in Venetian-red, olive-green, 
and gold, in rich, distinctive tones. When 
the top is raised, concealed lights make of 
the piano a charming indirect lighting fix- 
ture and vividly illuminate the instrument 
itself. The top of the lid is finished in 
gold, and a gold mirror over the keyboard 
reflects the play of the musician’s hands 
on the keys. 

Lee Simonson’s design for the modern 
piano emphasizes the structural side. The 
supports have the delicacy of tracery, but 
they are composed of wrought iron and 
achieve that clear beauty of design that 
is occasionally seen in the first outlines 
of the scaffoldings of modern buildings. 
The iron is covered with copper and with 
silver, which gives a high light, and the 
case of this piano is decorated in lacquer 
and finished in a variety of colours m 
modernistic motifs. 

Helen Dryden has designed an upright 
model in the modern manner with a re- 
strained simplicity and a harmonious use 
of colour that make it a lovely bit of dec- 
oration. The original is in mauve-orchid 
and silver, with a simple motif of silver 
lines on the front. Instead of the conven- 
tional legs, there are a series of planes 
completing a curve on each side, serving 
as supports. ; 

This same artist has created a design 
for a grand piano in a gay mood, with an 
amusing design running around the rim, 10 
which bars of music and modernist 
flowers are alternated.

Goodman, its beauty has a French touch. 

Like a fine French dress, the Bergdorf 

Goodman building has restraint in line and 
ornament. Only the grace of simple stone, re- 
lieved with one fine piece of wrought iron 
work, gives it beauty. And, like a chic Pari- 
sienne, it poses itself charmingly—on the site 
of the historic Vanderbilt chateau. 


A BACKGROUND FOR THE MODE 


The House of Bergdorf Goodman under- 
stands line in dressmaking. All art being one, 
Mr. Goodman recognizes good line in a build- 
ing, too. He would have none of the gilt 
pillars, the varicoloured marbles, the useless 
towers that are the fringe and tassels of archi- 
tecture. Simplicity—that was what he 
wanted! At last, it was a decorator, Mr. 
Schier, of Theodore Hofstatter, who made 
the design that depends solely on a French 
clarity and purity of line. 

Two things, Mr. Goodman felt, should be 
required in the display rooms. The decora- 
tions should be a true background for the 
creations shown—harmonious, flattering, un- 
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obtrusive. The whole room should have the 
effect of a private drawing-room, so that, 
when the smart woman selects her wardrobe, 
she may judge how the clothes will appear 
when they are worn in their natural setting 
in the smart world. 

The same principle of eliminating every- 
thing that is not in perfect simplicity and 
perfect taste prevails throughout the stock. 
Only a few things are visible. But a woman 
of taste may outfit herself completely, and 





in harmony, under the one roof. In this re- 
spect, the shop is utterly modern. Gone are 
the days when a lady showed her ladyhood 
by wasting endless hours in going idly from 
shop to shop—here for frocks, there for hats, 
somewhere else for furs, still otherwhere for 
bag or scarf. Women of the world are much 
too busy for this sort of trifling, nowadays. 


WHERE THE ENSEMBLE REIGNS 


So Bergdorf Goodman has collected the 
few fine things required for the woman of 
taste to costume herself—lingerie, frock, 
wrap, fur, scarf, hat, bag, umbrella, perfume, 
all in the high fashion of the moment. Hats 
are imported or designed to match certain 
frocks. Gowns are made to accompany <erf- 
tain furs. Bag-and-scarf ensembles are cre- 
ated. For example, a plain pigskin bag is 
lined with mahogany silk, polka-dotted in 
white, and there is a scarf of the same silk 
—chic at the moment with the tailleur, and 
with just enough of the polka-dot motif 
for the woman of taste to accept and wear 
for a brief while. It will vanish the instant 
that the polka-dot mode becomes a trend 
that is popular rather than chic. 

The House of Bergdorf Goodman origi- 
nally was a dressmaking house only. Had it 
so continued, time would have marched past 
it with banners and left it far behind. But. 
very wisely, Mr. Goodman has moved with 
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the age. He does not sell a chic frock, a 
handsome wrap, an exquisite bag. He sells 
a smart effect! 

The ready-to-wear department is another 
example of following the trend. Once, no lady 
would buy ready-to-wear garments. But many 
women now keep their figures rigidly to 
model measurements and can slip quickly 
into a chic costume, made with exquisite 
workmanship, in regular sizes. Bergdorf 
Goodman’s custom-made clothes are as metic- 
ulously designed and wrought as ever. But 
their ready-to-wear department, equally chic, 
furnishes “quick frocks” to many of their 
most critical customers. 

Sports clothes figure largely in the mode. 
Mr. Goodman has a room devoted to them, the 
“Salle Moderne,” designed by Sue et Mare, 
of Paris, in black and subtle Indian-red, with 
flowered mirrors and panelled ceiling full of 
lamps like fantastic crystal orchids. Very 
modern, very suitable for the display of 
sports clothes, but you'll notice that one 
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enough. The furs are shown against walnut 
panelling with old-blue curtains, in a hard, 
cold, critical north light. Few furs dare face 
such a pitiless testing of the match of colours 
and the quality of pelts as that to which they 
are subjected in this room. 

Practically everything possible has been 
done to make clothes buying comfortable. 
For instance, there are private rooms for try- 
ing on hats, with full-length mirrors; special 
lighting for things intended to be worn under 
artificial light; seventeen fitting rooms in the 
made-to-order department; spacious private 
rooms for special showings; a fur-storage 
plant; the last word in heating, cooling, and 
ventilation systems; lounges for patrons on 
two floors; and every mechanical efficiency 
in the working quarters. 

Throughout the house, from that well- 
beloved autocrat, Mr. Goodman himself, 
down to the infant apprentice who rev- 
erently sews in hat linings, there exists a 
spirit of artistry, a feeling of beauty, and a

of this disquisition says is true, we are

“Hostesses in Mayfair,” says our 
journalist, “have taken the new craze 
for Oriental colour and design in furni- 
ture and decoration one step further;

conveyed by the decorations. 

“Pink coloured soup was the opening 
note of a dinner given by a famous 
hostess this week. It was followed by 
an Oriental dish of rice and chicken, 
and an Eastern curry served on crisp 
wafers.

MEALS AND MODES 


“We have so much colour in ou: 
rooms,” said one hostess, “that we must 
plan meals that are highly spiced and 
original. The ordinary meal would be 
entirely out of place in a room deco- 
rated, for instance, in an Eastern fash- 
ion with Chinese lacquer-work and 
silken hangings.” 

Ah, well, again we are to live en- 
beauté—a refreshing idea. No doubt 
the hostess is right: food should be the 
last consideration in a dinner-party (I 
am afraid it sometimes tastes as if it 
were). Anyhow, this new craze will help 
to solve the servant problem, but, on 
the other hand, it will be conducive to 
heavy bills: meals so rare, dining- 
rooms so original, require special 
frocks in harmony with the scheme. 
And when you have realized such per- 
fection, reached such heights, you must 
go on, which means changing all the 
time, frocks, food, and scheme of deco- 
ration: “My dear, you can’t possibly be 
seen more than twice in the same din- 
ing-room !”

Take the fillets of lamb one by one 
and replace them on the bone, leay. 
ing a very small space between each. 
Fill these spaces with your sauce pour 
the rest over the remodelled saddle 
sprinkle with grated cheese, add a litt 
melted butter over the finished article 
and brown in the oven. The result jg 
something quite remarkable.

Roast in the ordinary way, basting 
often with melted butter. When it is 
about three quarters done, sprinkle 
white breadcrumbs over the lamb; the 
roti should be crisp and the bread: 
crumbs golden when it is ready. Itis 
advisable for this, as indeed for any 
roast, to stand the meat on a grill in 
the baking pan. It prevents the bot. 
tom part from getting sodden and 
allows the heat to surround it even 
ly; in fact, it is the nearest ap. 
proach to roasting on a sgpit 
we can hope to reach in our “im 
proved” houses. 

Serve the gravy in a sauceboat and 
at the same time Concombres é l 
créme or Pommes de terre 4 l’étouffée; 
the latter harmonises perfectly, the 
former is a perfect contrast; there are 
two schools, but it would be a mistake 
to serve it @ l’anglaise—I mean with 
the two vegetable dishes. 

Concombres a la créme. Take some 
cucumbers, peel them, remove the seeds, 
cut them in pieces about two inches 
long, and cook them in boiling water 
(with salt and a little vinegar) til 
soft. Drain them well and keep them 
hot. Make a white roux, add a glas 
(or more, according to quantity 1 
quired) of milk, stir well, cook 2 
quarter of an hour or so, add more milk 
if it thickens too much, season 
add a little lemon-juice and two yolks 
of egg; also, just before pouring the 
sauce over the cucumbers in the ser 
ing dish, a little cream and a few 
small pieces of butter.

**KEEP SHUFFLIN’ ” 


T first glance, to follow mention of 
Ibsen and Tchekov with “Keep 
Shufflin’,” the jazz negro revue, seems 
like leaping from the sublime to the 
ridiculous. But more careful consid- 
eration shows the space between to 
be not so wide, for the negroes cavort- 
ing on the stage of Daly’s are express- 
ing themselves in their manner with 
unquestionable sincerity. The result is 
a grand dance show, all the dancers 
throwing themselves into their work 
with zest and abandon and appearing 
to have a wonderful time. Such an 
esprit is infectious, so infectious that 
the audience—what with humming, 
marking the music beats with head- 
nodding, foot-tapping, and hand-bang- 
ing, and repeating the jokes—was a 
nuisance at the second performance. 
Your commentator attended that per- 
formance. Some took part vicariously, 
most of us through no intermediary. 
Miller and Lyles are starred—a dry, 
comic pair possessed of surprising 
resource and a bubbling wit and in 
complete control of all parts of their 
bodies. Ably assisting them are Maude 
Russell, a little eccentric stepper named 
Jean Starr, and an accomplished and 
versatile chorus. Numbers such as 
“Give Me the Sunshine,” “Leg It,” 
“The Washboard Ballet,” and “How 
Jazz Was Born” will prove a boon to 
dance orchestras this spring.

“TWELVE THOUSAND” 


HE second production of the Gar- 

rick Players is a drama from the 
German of Bruno Frank called “Twelve 
Thousand.” The title refers to the 
sale of that many of his subjects by a 
Teutonic Prince to George III. for 
service against the American rebels.

The final impression is bareness 
and _ patness. 

Mary Ellis in the lavish costumes 
and the powdered hair of the late 
eighteenth century is a fascinating fig- 
ure, beautiful, radiant. She uses her 
voice badly. Basil Sidney continues 
to align himself with the people out 
front and thus destroys the illusion.

reason for going to the Casino is to 
gamble, and then no one cares anything 
about the crowd. 

Contemplating one of these crowds, I 
suddenly realized that the smart world 
now never dances until very late at 
night, and then only in their own small 
pet places. Much later in the same eve- 
ning, I found them all at Casanova’s, 
dancing away the hours between three 
and five. And what had they been doing 
before that? Dining at some villa and 
playing bridge, of course. That is 
where one finds the chic world at 
Cannes, these days—in the villas! 

Whether it is Casanova in Paris, at 
Cannes, or Biarritz, it is always the 
most amusing spot in the place. The 
managers are veritable cabaret kings 
who understand the psychology of the 
night-club perfectly. The room is al- 
ways a low one with a vaulted ceiling, 
and the walls are in a dark blue that 
seems to absorb the soft light and give 
that late-at-night atmosphere to the 
place, without which all cabaret adven- 
tures are platitudinous and _ chilly. 
Along the walls, the tables throw disks 
of glowing red light, like footlights, 
on the faces of the company, who are 
thus invested with a fantastic charm 
as unlike the reality of their every-day 
appearance as the cabaret should be 
unlike the forenoon cocktail bar in 
the sun. 

This presentation amounts to mas- 
terly production, and when “George” 
sings his Russian songs or Irving 
Berlin’s “Remember,” the spell is cast 
for as long as you like. Then, one has 
seen the head waiter before, in Paris or 
Biarritz, and is sure of getting a good 
table. Is it not true that the fate of 
many restaurants has hung for years 
by the thread of the head waiter’s per- 
sonality and that the comforts of 
the Ritz Hotel are greatly augmented 
by the genius of the great Olivier, who 
presides there? And, for the same 
reason, Casanova goes on forever! 

Then, the Boeuf has been newly 
opened near the Casino, and there is 
also a new Russian place called Al- 
maviva, just off the Croisette, behind 
the local club, the Cercle Nautique, 
and the music there is excellent. 


THE CHARM OF LITTLE PLACES 


Late nights are a feature of the 
lives of this generation, and, with late 
nights, we have seen the passing of 
those who walk in the Bois at eleven 
and promenade along the Croisette at 
noon. Nowadays, at Cannes, smart 
people may go down for a drink on 
the terrace of the Majestic Hotel just 
before lunch or linger before the shop- 
windows in the Arcade, while waiting 
for an appointment with the hair- 
dresser before tea-time, but these are 
the only glimpses that Cannes ever has 
of smart Cannes, throughout the sea- 
son. It is much more amusing to motor 
down to the little casino at Juan-les- 
Pins for tea in the afternoon than it is 
to go to one of the crowded places in 
Cannes.

“SUNSHINE AT THE SNAP OF A SWITCH ” 
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By DAVID CORT 


LTHOUGH the classification, 
like another, has no categorical 
value and is only useful if it 

give us a more conscious realization 
of the qualities to look for and find in 
certain books, it is possible this month 
to group several current books as con- 
sidering a theme that is, perhaps, the 
most important in literature. These 
books concentrate and articulate 
for people who are obliged to live 
with week-day realities the difficult sig- 
nificances potentially implicit in all 
life, though under various names: art; 
genius; soul; love; the spiritual life. 
But it all comes to the same thing; they 
all propose, in one way or another, the 
advantages and disadvantages of the 
life of heightened consciousness. 

The foremost champion for the af- 
firmative is Elinor Wylie, with “mr. 
HODGE AND MR. HAZARD” (Alfred A. 
Knopf). Here, the issue is presented 
most sharply, most beautifully, and 
most hysterically. Hers is the most 
subtle attack possible on the regiments 
of rice-pudding reasonableness and 
even on chocolate soufflé (we mean to 
convey the idea of something a little 
fancier and more refined) reasonable- 
ness. Her attack is a devastating mas- 
terpiece, transcending, for example, 
Mencken’s attacks on Babbittry, for it 
wipes out both Mencken and Babbitt. 

There is a rather poor poem by 
Chesterton that says somewhat the 
same thing as this book: “Or is the 
wise man wise indeed, whom larger 
thoughts keep whole, who sees life 
equal Ike a chart, made strong to 
play the saner part, and keep his head 
and keep his heart, and only lose his 
soul?” Mr. Hazard loses his head 
and his heart; he is a lonely, irascible, 
cold, intense, impractical, exquisite 
genius; he lives on bread and water 
and strawberries; he wastes his life 
and makes no money; but he keeps his 
soul, and though his body is a parody 
of a body, racked with cold and fever, 
his soul is a fierce muscular soul capa- 
ble of adventuring in the deepest hells 
and the highest heavens. Miss Wylie 
presents this as the summum bonum. 
Of course, she simplifies the matter 
by taking a genuine, three-star genius 
and by opposing to him about as an- 
tagonizing a burgher as could be 
found in Dunn and Bradstreet. 

Sut Miss Wylie’s objective is beauty, 
and it is undeniable that she reaches 
it. It is our impression that she is get- 
ting better and better, that “MR. HODGE 
AND MR. HAZARD” is the most success- 
fully and artfully affected book she has 
yet written. It is true that one occa- 
sionally gets a surfeit of her overrich 
style. She writes “unquiet” so often 
and in some cases so unnecessarily 
that we were momentarily expecting to 
find the word “dis-easy.” On page 122, 
for example, are two sentences; one of 
them the purest and most lovely poetry, 
the other the most shocking rot. But 
the cargo that this book brings is too 
priceless to permit you to pay much 
attention to quibbles such as these. 
That moment when it is revealed why 
Mr. Hazard is staying on in England, 
for whom he is waiting, is a moment 
of a kind that is very rare in fiction. 
For the first second, it scarcely makes 
its impression, one begins to accept it 
only as a daring conceit. But then, in 
the next instant, it reaches you and 
lifts you nineteen feet in the air and 
drops you softly, softly. For this mo- 
ment alone, one would accept a thou- 
sand reams of overdeveloped images. 

There is a second book which it 
would be useless and unprofitable to 
compare in any way with Miss Wy- 
lie’s. but which yet evokes somewhat 
similar sensations and treats of similar 


material. This is T. F. Powys’ 
WESTON’S GOOD WINE” (Viking we 
Its chief themes are God, gex ) 
wine, but what a wine, and via 
God, and what a view of sex! Tn de. 
veloping his sardonic (to borrow 
word from the blurb) thesis M 
Powys creates (this is no exaggeration) 
an English village, he also Creates 
God named Mr. Weston, wine-m ‘ 
chant. The wine that Mr. Weston sls 
is “deadly as death and sweet as love” 
but he sells also a lighter wine fo 
every day. Whereas Miss Wylie a 
sistently and_ successfully Overstates 
Mr. Powys’s method is to understate 
He underplays his idea and. conse. 
quently, obtains from it a most strange 
and powerful effect. This novel really 
has more to say and covers more 
ground than Miss Wylie’s, but, in a 
sense, Mr. Hazard has drunk of Mr 
Veston’s good wine, and there, at lag, 
is the only connection between the two 
books. We don’t know quite what to 
say about “MR. WESTON’s Goop wie” 
“MR. WESTON’S GOOD WINE” is a yer 
strange book.

is not in any sense a young man’s 
novel. It is rather the work of a con- 
scientious and very able craftsman who 
has built so well and so carefully that 
there is no sign left of the building. 
There are instead several miraculously 
real people and an excellent story. As 
far as one reader’s pleasure and satis- 
faction are involved, Bronson ranks 
high above Louis Bromfield and three 
dozen others. ‘““The Old Nick” is the 
father of a family of grown and al- 
most-grown children who get into vari- 
ous messes. At the beginning of the 
story, his wife Claire has just died, 
and he has decided out of his own 
sense of inconsolable loss that his life, 
too, is finished. He is a fine, memorable 
figure worthy of the highest compli- 
ment that can be paid a character in 
fiction, that one should like to know 
him. The same may be said of the 
others, of Kevin, of Eliot and of his 
mistress, and so on. There is a vigorous 
healthy note of spiritual cleanness in 
the book that does not by any means 
lead to an ignoring of mean realities, 
but aerates and simplifies them. In 
short, “THE OLD NICK” is confidently 
recommended, herewith. 


OVER-EFFICIENT AMERICANS 


“MODERN LOVE,” by H. W. Yoxall, 
(Ives, Washburn), though its theme 
of the American girl’s adjustment to 
a circle of English people more or less 
social is not unique (even Mr. James’s 
“Wings of the Dove” was not the first 
of its kind), is nevertheless an interest- 
ing and sensitive telling of a story. It 
is Mr. Yoxall’s pleasure to be affected 
and “sophisticated,” so that he occa- 
sionally writes such a line as “she was 
précieuse, but not ridicule.” The story 
concerns itself with an Englishman 
who returns from America with an 
American wife. The lady is absolutely 
perfect, fits in everywhere, but does 
it, if possible, a little too well. The 
English, so notably preferring an edge 
of human imperfection, somewhat re- 
sent her. Meanwhile, her husband 
revives a juvenile love, and she finds 
a kindred spirit, too. The big scene is 
that in which the cockney chauffeur ina 
drunken frenzy denounces the husband 
to the wife, and she realizes that a di- 
vorce is indicated. After suffering 
comes the dawn, and things look gen- 
erally hopeful as the book closes. Mr. 
Yoxall knows his polite world, he has 
devised an effective human drama, and 
he can turn an epigram—perhaps he 
is a shade too insistent on turning his 
epigram. Successful sophistication in 
the novel is probably the most difficult 
of all manners, and it is only successful 
when it is not specifically aimed at. 
Huxley, for example, has a great deal 
that he wants to say, and to call his 
writing “sophisticated” is to give it an 
adjective without relevance. Mr. Yox- 
all has not permitted himself this loop- 
hole. He has, however, proved that he 
can write intelligent, perceptive prose. 


STUDY IN BLACKS

happens to be black, yet “HOME TO 
HARLEM,” by Claude McKay (Harper 
Brothers), bears indelibly the mark of 
its kind.

for his first novel that all-embracing 
satirical idea: a flood. History knows 
of only one flood that covered the 
world, but fiction has one on tap when- 
ever a man has a lot to say about the 
civilization that he wishes drowned. 
The writing in “DELUGE” is at a very 
high plane, carefully wrought, dramatic, 
often amusing. But Mr. Wright’s 
intention eventually discloses itself, 
not to remark by implication on his 
drowned world, but to tell the story 
of what is left. The human drama of 
the survivors turns out to be an ex- 
citing one, growing out of the throwing 
of civilized men and women into a 
situation that first existed in the be- 
ginning of human time. The main tri- 
angle is occupied by Martin Webster, 
a London barrister; Claire, a profes- 
sional long-distance swimmer, who 
eludes two he-men and is finally cast 
up on Martin’s island; and Martin’s 
wife, Helen, and their two children, 
at first thought lost, but later turning 
up. The story is in some ways another 
—or reverse—“Admirable Crichton.” 
The best-equipped man, regardless of 
station, is the master, taking what he 
wants by guile or by force and making, 
in the absence of laws, his own laws. 
It is an excellent yarn and one of the 
best divertissements now on the book 
lists. This reader recommends it unre- 
servedly. 


POST-WAR 
7 HE TIRED CAPTAINS,” by Kent 
Curtis (Appleton), is the story of 
one hang-over of war. We found it a 
little annoying and distracting that it 
was told through the eyes of another 
person in a sort of off-and-on way, 
with by-excursions into the lives of 
incidental people, so that we weren't 
sure for a while whose story it was.

But 
the poetry was acclaimed as great, 
the other man was killed, and the weak, 
characterless poet survives to marry 
the hero’s fiancée. How he is unable 
to keep his secret, estranges his wife. 
antagonizes every one, and _ slightly 
justifies himself in his death are the 
elements of Mr. Curtis’s drama. And 
though the book is somewhat incom- 
plete. imperfect, and amateurish, it is 
certainly worth reading.

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Missionaries of ‘‘Manners 


VOcur 
SOCIETY 


the New 
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By DOROTHY RICHARDSON 


LWAYS, “society,” the florid apex 

of a civilization, has been in a 
state of siege from below. And, al- 
though the British blossom, Britain’s 
Upper Ten, gradually expanding to 
her Upper Ten Thousand, had begun 
long ago to exhibit strange striations, 
it was still, up to the beginning of the 
War and through it and until the bills 
began to come in, substantially a single 
group. There was the Centre, there 
were the varying degrees of relation- 
ship to the Centre thinning out to a 
fringe, where they blended with the 
lesser growths. There were the poor 
relations and acquaintances—people 
about town and about the countryside, 
at once in society and outside it—, and 
always there have been loopholes for 
the admission of recruits possessing, in 
sufficient quantity, wealth, wit, or 
talent. 


EVACUATION 


The Centre remains, and the out- 
branching family. Still there are the 
London drawing-rooms and the coun- 
try seats. But, the country seats are 
disappearing one by one, and into all 
but a few of those that remain and 
into all but a very few of the drawing- 
rooms, there now pours a_ besieging 
army, the like of which was never 
seen within any civilization upon 
earth. It is customary to class these 
persons as newly rich and, attributing 
their onslaught wholly to their own 
initiative, to regard them as destroyers 
of the fine fabric of society, against 
whom those within the ancient strong- 
hold are helpless. Yet, things have 
changed within, as well as without the 
stronghold, and the siege has become 
to so large an extent two-sided, that it 
may not unfairly be described as a 
general post. “Society,” in passing 
through the great crisis, became acutely 
aware of the rest of society and its 
own state of dependence thereon. 
Emerging depleted and impoverished 
into a world where everything con- 
spired to thin the walls hiding the 
castes from each other, into a world, 
moreover, with an unprecedented 
power of mobility and interchange that 
was loosening the foundations of many 
hitherto fixed codes and standards, it 
has, leaving aside the resistant few, 
made certain inevitable adjustments. 
Some of these adjustments have an air 
of being sudden discoveries. There is, 
for example, the spirited stampede 
from the sunlit heights of troops of 
young hopefuls not hurled thence by 
necessity. In the old days, younger sons 
went almost automatically via public 
school and university into “the serv- 
ices’; some of the more adventurous 
and those too lively or too dull for 
the prescribed routine were sent to the 
Wild West.

ISS J. M. J.: When one mono- 
gram is used on a table-cloth, 
how far from the corner of the table 
should it be placed; also, is it placed 
to the left or right of the hostess? 
When two monograms are used, how 
many inches from the corner of the 
table or from the centre of the cloth 
are they placed? Where are mono- 
grams placed on refectory table-cloths? 
When a monogram is to appear on 
a satin-striped coloured cloth, where 
should it be placed and in what col- 
our of thread should it be worked? 
When sheets and pillow-cases are 
monogrammed, how far from the hem 
should the monogram be placed? 
Ans.: There are no set rules in re- 
gard to the placing of a monogram on 
table-linen. A great deal depends on 
the size and shape of the tables and 
on the style of the monogram chosen, 
as well as on individual taste. Gener- 
ally, when one monogram is used on 
a table-cloth, it is placed six inches 
from the corner and usually comes 
between the hostess and the guest of 
honour sitting at the right of the host- 
ess. When two monograms are used, 
they are placed so as to come in front 
of the host and hostess, who are seated 
at the ends of the table, and they are 
usually placed half-way between the 
space intervening from the edge of 
the service plate to the middle of 
the centrepiece. As there is no head or 
foot at a refectory table, the mc aogram 
might be put on both sides of the 
centrepiece. It is difficult to answer the 
question about what coloured thread 
to use when there is a satin-striped 


coloured cloth, because none but a 
solid coloured cloth for a dinner- 
table should ever be used. This, of 


course, might be in white, cream, or 
any of the pastel shades that are so 
very new. The placing of the mono- 
gram in this case is the same as in the 
case of any cloth, and the monogram 
should be in white when the shades 
of the table-cloth are light. The hem 
on a table-cloth should be about a 
half-inch in width, and that for nap- 
kins, merely a turn of the edge, mak- 
ing a hem of an eighth of an inch. The 
average hem for a sheet is two inches 
wide, and the monogram should be 
placed so that the bottom of it comes 
two inches above the top of the hem. 
The monogram on pillow-cases must 
depend entirely on the shape and type 
of monogram chosen.
